menia’s breed. Thinking to fright- 
en the thieves, he opened fire, but 
the raiders, numbering from 20 to 
50, made a stand behind the rocks, 
and returned the fire. 

Alone with his wife and a few 
orphans, Phillips realized that they 
were outnumbered and that dark- 
ness might prove disastrous. He 
therefore despatched the oldest boy 
on horse to the nearest American 
relief post, 18 miles away. 

In the subsequent fighting, Mrs. 
Phillips was severely beaten by a 
tribesman. Throughout the day the 
sniping and stalking continued, and 
when it was growing dusk the situ- 
ation became desperate. 

Suddenly, another relief worker, 
William Cronin, of New Haven, 
Conn., appeared over the hills with 
a company of cavalry. They rushed 
down on the tribesmen, shooting

| “Old Glory’s’”’ Birthday 
Pat at August 2, 1777 


The birthday of the Stars and 
Stripes has been ascertained by 
War Department historians at the 
request of historical societies. 
The flag flew for the first time 
over Fort Stanwix, N. Y., August 
2, 1

flag when the enemy invested the 
garrison was found described in 
1 volume, “A Narrative of the 
Military Actions of Col. Marinue 
Willett,"” who was a member of 
the fort. It reads: “The fort 
had never been supplied with a 
flag. The necessity of having one 
had, upon the arrival of the 
enemy, taxed the invention of the 
garrison a little, and a decent 
one was soon contrived.

LONDON PREACHER 
BEGINS LONG TOUR 


For Nine Months Will Travel 
to Arouse People in a 
World Peace. 


A reemphasis upon the immortal- 
ity of man is needed for the sake 
of world peace, industrial justice 
and other social ideals, the Rev.

“The echurch’s vision of the 
world beyond,’’ Dr. Norwood con- 
tinued, ‘has been foreshadowed 
while her sphere of activity has 
been immeasurably widened so far 
as this world is concerned. 

“Believers do not speak so earn- 
estly or so confidently of the realm 
beyond the veil, but with greater 
emphasis and demand of the mani- 
fold imperfections of our terrestial 
life.”’ 


Will Speak on Peace.” 


Dr. Norwood yesterday began a 
nine months speaking campaign to 
arouse the ‘‘ordinary’’ man to the 
need and _  0possibility of world 
peace. He will speak in the United 
States and Canada for three months 
and will then return to England to 
fill speaking engagements lasting 
six months. 

Dr. Norwood will resume his 
charge of the City Temple, London, 
where he is pastor, in April.

the same process they wrote it in. 
If a mistake was made, the people 
can be shown that it was a mistake, 
and they are wise enough and brave 
enough to take it out. 

“If, on the. other hand, after re- 
consideration and further reflection, 
the people conclude it was not a 
mistake, then under proper and sin- 
cere leadership the people will live 
up to it. 

“There is no possible excuse to 
invoke nullification. There is no 
law, there is no provision of the 
Constitution which may not be re- 
written or wholly expunged. ‘To 
preach nullification is to preach 
lawlessness—ancient and  persist- 
ent enemy of all republics. 


Cites Alleged Argument. 


‘‘What are the arguments against 
following orderly procedure of 
amending the Constitution? They 
are familiar arguments. They are 
the practices which are making a 
hell of Europe today. First is that 
it will take too long, and that the 
method is tedious and cumbersome. 
It is said the eighteenth amend- 
ment is against conscience, oppres- 
sive, therefore disregarded. 

“This is the precise argument 
which nullified contracts and the 
law of property in Russia. We are 
told the people are fanatics or 
wanting in judgment, and that they 
may not repeal the amendment— 
that is the basis of military rule in 
Poland. 

“Certainly, forms prescribed by 
the Constitution will have to be ob- 
served, for this is a government of 
law and not of men. It may take 
some time to accomplish all this. 
But it will take far less time to 
amend in the manner pointed out 
by the Constitution than it will take 
to convince the American people 
that nullification is a sound prin- 
ciple of government. I venture to 
say there could be no greater ex- 
hibition of self-abasement, of na- 
tional degradation, than for this 
Sreat people to leave the eighteenth 
amendment in the Constitution, and, 
as some have said, forget it and 
live in daily disregard of it. 


Attacks New York. 


“If adversaries of the amendment 
would submit a referendum in their 


respective States for repeal of it, 


they would be pursuing a course not 
subject to cricitism, an orderly, dig- 
nified course. But their referen- 
dums’in the form submitted are for 
the purpose of undermining and 
destroying the Constitution through 
nullification. Y 

“This is the exact meaning of 
the proposed referendum in the 
State of New York, to be followed, 
we are told, by similar referendums 
in other States. The people are 
not being asked to express them- 
selves in favor of amending the 
Constitution, but in favor of the 
States respectively construing and 
enforcing the Constitution. © 

“The State of New York long ago 
repealed its statute for the enforce- 
ment of the amendment, declaring 
thereby it would not, as a State, 
assist in enforcing it. Having re 
pealed its State law for enforce- 
ment, it now asks that it be per- 
mitted to enforce it and that the 
national government consent to all 
this program. 


“Spirit of Anarchy.” 


“Nullification is not revolution. 
It has none of the open, manly qual- 
ities of revolution. Nullification is 
the slinking, silent, cowardly sap- 
ping of the very foundation of all 
order, all government, the evasive 
betrayal of a nation, and the spirit 
and motive of anarchy, without 
either its courage or its faith. 

‘There has never been the moral 


force and determination which is 
necessary to enforcement,’’ Senator 
Borah declared, asserting that the 
only way to take the prohibition 1s- 
sue out of politics was to make it 
plain that the Constitution will be 
enforced. 

“If neither of our political parties 
will take a definite stand,” he said, 
“then let the people organize an- 
other party which will be loyal to 
the Constitution of the United 
States.’’ 


Upshaw Says Colleagues 
Play Poker; Go to Devil 


Atlanta, Ga., July 18 (By A. P.). 
Assailing wet interests in Washing- 
ton and asserting that it was his 
privilege to spend his extra time 
fighting liquor and other ‘‘devil- 
ment,’’ Representative William D. 
Upshaw. spoke three times yester- 
day in launching his formal cam- 
paign for reelection to Congress 
from the Fifth Georgia district. 

“Let us get this clear,’’ said Up- 
shaw, ‘‘the government has no con- 
trol of my time on Sunday or at 
night after my day’s work is done, 
and if I want to use this extra time 
fighting liquor and other devilment 
and then give every dollar to some 
form of benevolence, as [I do, I 
would be better using my time that 
way than playing poker and going 
to the devil generally like some 
congressmen have done and are 
doing in Washington.” 

Mr. Upshaw said friends of his 
opponents were spreading a story 
about a refund check from the 
Pullman company which was made 
out to W. J. Upsher. ‘‘Here are 
the facts’’ said he: ‘“‘A check for 
the paltry sum of $9 came to my 
office addressed to Hon. W. J. Up- 
sher without explanation. Occa- 
sionally I have received letters ad- 
dressed ‘Hon. Upsher’ and some- 
times ‘Upshur’and ‘Upshir.’ Hav- 
ing failed to get a refund from a 
Pullman ticket with the record lost 
and the date forgotten, naturally I 
thought the check was intended for 


me. 

‘‘When I heard from the Pullman 
company a few weeks later I 
promptly sent them a check for $9. 
That’s all there is to it.”’ 


Borah Asserts the South 
Is' Coming Into Its Own 


Augusta, Ga., July 18 (By A. P.). 
Senator William E. Borah, Idaho, 
chairman of the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee, today declared 
that the South was ‘“‘coming into 
her: own,’’ and said that the finan- 
cial distress in various sections of 
the South was only temporary. 

‘‘Normal conditions will soon re- 
turn,’’ the senator said, ‘‘and with- 
in the next few years the South 
will have the most remarkable in- 
dustrial growth of any section of 
all the United States. You are just 
now beginning to realize the re- 
markable natural resources to which 
you are heir, and you are making 
rapid strides in their develop- 
ment.’’ 

Asked as to his views on a union 
of the South and West on agricul- 
tural problems, Senator’ Borah 
voiced the opinion that all sections 


should cooperate in reaching a so- 
lution of such problems. 

Senator Borah will return to 
Washington Monday. In October, 
he said, he will fill several speak- 
ing engagements in the South, and 
has Dallas, New Orleans and Mem- 
phis on his itinerary. Replying to 
a vacation query, Senator. Borah 
said, “I am now on my vacation— 
the only kind I take.’’

wheat and corn belts, tariff revision 
will take its place as one of the 
probable changes within the next 
eighteen months. 

If the farmer can not dominate 
the politics and candidates of those 
sections, tariff revision will wait un- 
til another day and further tax re- 
duction will naturally take its nor- 
mal course. 


Concentrate on Tariff. 


There can not be marked down- 
ward revision of the tariff and fur- 
ther lowering of the income tax rate 
at the same time, Treasury figures 
clearly indicate. The tariff now is 
pouring nearly $600,000,000 a year 
into the Federal Treasury. If that 
sum is materially reduced, further 
income tax reduction will have to 
wait. 

Of all the four outstanding fea- 
tures of the farmer’s program, tariff 
reduction looms largest. According 
to his spokesmen, he is for tariff re- 
duction—on what the other fellow 
has to sell. -For himself, he wants 
a higher tariff wall, according to the 
views of those spokesmen—a wall 
that will protect his products to 
even greater degree against foreign 
competition in the United States. 
He feels now that he is buying all 
he buys in a closed market and sell- 
ing what he produces in an open 
market, set by world prices. 3 

With this thought in mind, the

The farmer’s move for tariff re- 
vision is being made, according to 
all indications, through the Republi- 
can party in the corn and wheat 
belt. It is being made in opposi- 
tion to the leadership of the Presi- 
dent politically and violently in op- 
position to the Coolidge economic 
policy. That policy looks to further 
tax reduction which apparently 
would be indefinitely deferred if the 
tariff should be cut in accordance 
with agricultural desires.

Canton, Ohio, Chief Declares 
Mellett Sought Control 
of Politics There. ° 


REMOVAL OF OFFICIAL 
FROM OFFICE TALKED 


Investigation of Assassination 
Is Under Way With Only 
Few Promising Clews. 


&pecial to The Washington Post. 
Canton, Ohio, July 18.—At 10:30 
p. m. last Sunday, a week ago to- 
night, the telephone bell rang in 
the home of Don R. Mellett, slain 
crusader-publisher of the Canton 


Daily News. Mellett himself an- 
swered. It was another warning. 

“Look out, Mellett,’’ said the 
voice. ‘‘There are three men wait- 
ing for you in the shadow of your 
vyarage, and they’re out to kill you. 
Look out.’”’ The voice was. clear 
and strong and there was no ac- 
cent. It was the voice of an Ameri- 
can. 

“Who are you?’’ Mellett asked, 
and after a moment came the re- 
piv, “I-am an enemy of your ene- 
mies.”’ 


Owner of Voice Is Sought. 


That conversation today is the 
only definite clew to the assassina- 
tion of the young editor early last 
Friday morning and the owner of 
the warning voice tonight is the ob- 
ject of a search by scores of de- 
tectives and investigators under the 
direction of Ora C. Slater, super- 
detective of Cincinnati, who solves 
mysierious crimes with pure psy- 
chology and some employment of 
fray matter. 

Mellett was killed exactly where 
that voice watned him his enemies 
were lying in wait for him—at his 
\curage door. He was shot through 
bee head from behind a rose bush 

ehind the garage. 


Search for Slayer. 


Still it was certain that the search 
for the telephoner was on and while 
it was bei-g conducted there was 
action in the churches here today. 
There were numbers of sermons on 
the subject of the killing and its 
cold-blooded wantonness. The min- 
isters called on all the authorities to 
do their utmost to clean up Canton 
and to solve the murder. And the 
officers of all the churches were 
busy circulating a petition to Gov. 
\. V. Donahey, calling upon the 
governor to make ‘‘a secret investi- 
gation of his own, entirely apart 
from any other inquiry that may be 
carried on.

London, July 18 (By A. P.).— 
The largest cut glass pitcher at 
the Ritz has become known as 
“the general’’ since doing duty 
day and night filled with ice wa- 
ter in the suites occupied by 
Brig.

The Ritz and most other hotels 
in London patronized by Amer- 
icans serve ice water in their res- 
taurants, but they lack arrange- 
ments for bellboys to carry the 
tinkling pitchers to the rooms.

This pitcher 
has somatimes been used at state 
functions, but ordinarily it is in 
j retirement.

MAY FORGET LINES 
TO FIGHT THE KLAN 


Republicans and Democrats| 
Both Urged to Support 
Shoup for Governor. 


REGULARS FICHT SWEET 
FOR U. S. SENATORSHIP 


for the Hooded Order, How- 
ever, Has Been Reported.

Denver, Colo., July 18.—-Colora- 
do politics is something of a mess 
this summer, with prospects that 
in the fall campaign party lines may 
be wiped out and the Rocky moun- 
tain electorate go Wlithely to the 


mat on the chief issue of Ku Klux 
Klan and antiklan. 

Great strife has arisen within 
the klan which two years ago m@n- 
aged to permeate the Republican 
party of the State, and, in the face 
of the row, farm relief, world court, 
Volsteadism and other issues parad- 
ed in other States, have dived off 
the deep end. There is a growing 
possibility that the rumpus over the 
klan may mean the loss of a Repub- 
lican senator, Rice W. Means, who 
was elected with klan support 1n 
1924. 

To get a running start at the sit- 
uation, the observers here go back 
to 1918 when O. H. Shoup, of Col- 
orado Springs, was elected Repub- 
lican governor by less than 10,000 
and two years later was reelected 
by 72,000 in the year of the Hard- 
ing landslide. 


Split Within the Order. 


Mr. Shoup proved one of the most 
popular governors Colorado has had 


and he developed a large following 
among the Democrats. in 1924 the 
klan elected practically every State 
officer by about 150,000. The State 
house was klan, the senate antiklan 
and the session was one prolonged 
row. As fast as the house passed 
a klan bill the senate would knock 
it off. . 

Last July a split developed with- 
in the masked order. Dr. John 
Galen Locke, grand dragon of Colo- 
rado, was deposed by Imperial Wiz- 
ard Evans, now of Washington. Dr. 
Locke then organized the ‘‘Minute 
Men of America.’’ A uniform simi- 
lar to that of the colonial militia 
was adopted and a large part of the 
klansmen threw away their night 
shirts and pillow cases and fol- 
lowed Dr. Locke into the new or- 
ganization. 

Gov. Clarence J. Morley, who 
was pro-Klan, became a Minute 
Man. Some months ago former 
Gov. Shoup came out as a candidate 
for governor. His platform was 
anti-Klan, an utterance for the 
elimination of secret masked so- 
cieties. His appearance was cheer- 
ed by Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans. Judge Ben B. Lindsey, a 
Democrat of the famous boys’ court, 
advocated that the Democrats 
should not put up a candidate of 
their own but should get behind 
Shoup. ‘ 


Both Parties May Name Shoup. 


Under the State primary 
party State assemblies designate 
candidates for the ballot. The Re- 
publicans meet August 6 and the 
Democrats August 12 and there is 
an urge to get Shoup the nomina- 
tion from both parties at the pri- 
maries September 14. 

There is precedent for this. In 
1916 Chief Justice George W. Allen 
of the Supreme Court was on both 
tickets. 

Carl S. Milliken, secretary of 
State, who abandoned the klan, is 
running against Shoup for the Re- 
publican nomination.- One open 
question is where the Minute Men 
will stand. They are out to get 
Senator Rice W. Means if possible. 
In 1924 he was elected for the’ 
short term by klan aid to succeed 
Alva D. Adams, Democrat. When 
the split in the klan came, Senator 
Means was rated as one of the men 
responsible for the removal of Dr. 
Locke as grand dragon. He is now 
running for the full term and is 
generally expected to win over 
Carl C. Schuyler, a Denver attor- 
ney, and Charles W. Waterman.

On the Democratic side three 
candidates are after the senator- 
ship.

If this 
idea should prevail, the politicians 
argue, there is a chance that in 
November Colorado may elect a 
Republican governor ang Demo- 
cratic senator by a combination of 
Republican and Democratic anti- 
klan votes.

privateer. The captain of this ves-| 
sel hanged the Frenchman who gave | 
him the information but the captain | 
was prevented by the French from | 
salvaging the treasure. He left the 
records for his son, however, and 
it is this record Maj.

ALSACE-LORRAINE. 
MAY URGE GENEVA 
TO GIVE FREEDON 


Autonomy in the Framework 
of France Is Present Aim 
of Movement. 


ULTIMATE SEPARATION 
IS THE HOPE OF MANY 


“Treated Like Criminals,” 
Says Second Manifesto 
Sent to Paris. 


Geneva, N. Y., July 18 (By A. 
P.).—Leaders of the recent un- 
successful movement in Alsace-Lor- 
raine to obtain autonomy for the 
recovered French provinces. may, 


it is believed in some quarters in 
Alsace, take their cause before the 
League of Nations. That there is 
a certain amount of sentiment in 
this direction among these leaders 
was learned by a staff corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press who 
has just made a tour of the dis- 
tricts. 

Reference of the matter to the 
league presumably would be fought 
vigorously by France, while league 
officials say that even if any peti- 
tion reaches Geneva, it would not 
be acted on and would not even be 
circulated among league members, 
since France never signed a minori- 
ty treaty concerning Alsace. 

In official quarters of the league 
the Alsatian claims are regarded as 
fundamentally political, since no 
proof has been forthcoming that 
the provinces are being discriminat- 
ed against from the standpoint of 
race, religion or law. 


21 Signers Punished. 


Although the recent manifesto, 
couched in violent terms and sign- 
ed by some hundred residents of 
Alsace-Lorraine, has been describ- 
ed simply as a symptom of “‘grow- 
ing pains.’ it was serious enough 
to warrant swift action by the 
French government. Of those who 
signed the document calling for au- 
tonomy, 21—most of them state 
employes of various kinds——-were 
deprived of their posts or barred 
from their professions. Twelve 
clergymen signed the manifesto, 
but they were not punished because 
this would have involved diplomat- 
ic negotiations with Rome. 

The leader of the autonomy 
movement was the vice president of 
the local parliament when Alsace 
and Lorraine were under German 
rule. The organizers formed a 
“league of the Fatherland.”’ Their 
manifesto declared that the hour 
was grave for Alsace-Lorraine, that 
the territory had heen subjected to 
systematic spoliation at the hands 
of France for the past seven years, 
that their rights were trampled 
under foot and their customs, 
traditions and liberties destroyed. 

The manifesto called for the for- 
mation of a ‘national minority”’ 
and demanded complete autonomy 
“within the framework of France.”’ 
This latter phrase was inserted at 
the request of the majority of the 
signers. A legislative assembly 
with its seat at Strasbourg was call- 
ed for. It was insisted further that 
German should be the _ principal 
ianguage taught school children 
wnd not French. 

Although this manifesto did not 
call for a complete separation from 
France in many cities, the- corre- 
spondent found the conviction that 


the movement for autonomy was in- 
tended as a step toward separation. 


| 


Second Manifesto Milder. | 


The disciplinary measures taken 
by the government brought out a 
second manifesto, much milder in 
tone. All three political parties, 
Catholic, socialist and radical, con- 
demned the original manifesto, al-| 
though the radicals expressed ap-| 
proval of administrative decentrali- 
zation so that Alsace and Lorraine 
could conduct their own affairs. 

Charges that the funds for sup- 
port of the movement originated in 
Germany were made by Gen. Buour- 
geois, the noted Alsatian. On the 
other hand, the Catholics and Mul- 
house protested against the penal- 
ties inflicted on the signers of the 
manifesto. 

The second manifesto disavowed 
any intgation of launching a sepa- 
ratist movement, repudiated accusa- 
tions that the autonomy movement 
was sustained by funds from out- 
side of France and was preliminary 
to reamnexation of the territory by 
Germany. 

‘We have been treated like crim- 
inals merely because we are de- 
manding for Alsace-Lorraine a con- 
stitutional regime similar to that 
accorded by Germany,’’ the mani- 
festo says. ‘*‘We are certain France 
will gealize that our legitimate 
Ciaigis can not be stifled by vio- 
lenée, and that the French people 
will be convinced that they have 
misunderstood our true intentions,” 


6 Braves, Exhausted,

tack him, so Dr. Norris alleged, 
when Norris, according to his state- 
ment, took a watchman’s pistol 
from a drawer and fired at Chipps. 

Chipps was shot three times. He 
died in an ambulance. 

The morning sermon was briefer 
than usual because of the com- 
munion service that followed. Aft- 
ter communion, Norris made a dec- 
laration of unshaken faith, asked 
the prayers of the congregation and 
asserted that “‘this day begins 
new day.” 

When he called for converts two 
men and three women responded. 

Dr. Norris said that this was ‘‘a 
little unusual.’’ 

‘It’s a little unusual,’ he said, 
“but the unusual is the expected 
around the First Baptist church. 
God works His will in unusual ways. 
My faith is stronger today in the 
living faith of the living God than 
ever before.’”’ 

The pastor made no reference in 
his sermon to the killing or the 
events leading up to it. Both he 
and Mrs. Norris taught their Sun- 
day school classes, as usual, preced- 
ing the church services. 

Parking space around the church 
for blocks was occupied long before 
the opening of the service and 
crowds milled about the sidewalks. 

An American flag hung motion- 
less in the sultry atmosphere, which 
drove those within the church to 
fan vigorously even during prayer, 
and the pastor freely used a large 
purple-edged pocket handkerchief. 
Many of his usually vigorous 
gestures were absent. He stood 
almost motionless, with his hands 
at his back. 

The text of the sermon was 
taken from the eighth chapter of 
the Epistle to the Romans. 

“Who is he that condemns?” 
asked the minister. ‘‘All condem- 
nation was passed on Him, every 
sin was named upon Him. And 
there can be no condemnation on 
those that are in Him. If God is 
for us who can be against us. All 
things work together for him who 
is called to God.’”’ 

Music was unusually prominent 
in the service. Among the numer- 
ous hymns were these: ‘There Is 
Power in the Blood,’ “Shall We 
Gather at the River?’ ‘“‘Revive Us 
Again’ and “Standing on the 
Promises of God.’”’ 

Several of these were played sev- 
eral times as hundreds filed by to 
shake the pastor’s hand. 

Dr. Norris received many tele- 
grams from admirers over the coun- 
try. Many of them were from Ken- 
tucky, in several cities of which he 
recently conducted revivals. 

There was one from W. B. Riley, 
a fundamentalist leader, of Minne- 
apolis, and one from Marvin B. 
Simpson, of Fort Worth, attorney, 
now in Los Angeles, who offered ‘his 
services to Norris, agreeing to re- 
turn at once to defend the minister. 

The baptism of the church’s negro 
janitor, Baalam Shaw, had been 
scheduled for this morning and 
Norris had prepared a special ser- 
mon for the event, but this was 
postponed. It was announced from 
the pulpit that thXe already heavy 
strain on the pastor would preclude 
the baptism. Shaw was to have 
been baptized in the First Baptist 
church and was then to accept mem- 
bership in a negro Baptist church. 

Nothing had been added today to 
the details of the killing: as given 
yesterday by Dr. Norris following 
his conference with the district at- 
torney.

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A PAGE FROM HISTORY. 

A conference of delegates from tks so-called 
corn States, comprising eleven, will be held 
tomorrow in Des Moines, Iowa. The Republi- 
can State convention of Iowa will be held the 
following day. 

Doubtless the corn belt delegates will de- 
nounce Congress for failing to pass the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm bill. They hold that it is 
the only plan that ‘‘will bring the farmers of 
the corn belt States up to the economic level 
of Eastern industrial States.’’ The cry will be 
raised at the conference: ‘‘The farm relief bill 
or no tariff.”” This may be held up to the 
Republican State convention as a threat to 
those in Iowa who believe in the principle of a 
protective tariff. 

If this is the true situation, it looks ominous 
on the surface, since eleven States are in- 
volved, many of which will elect United States 
senators and all of which will elect represent- 
atives this fall. The delegates to the corn con- 
ference will probably keep this fact before the 
Iowa Republican State convention. What will 
the State convention do? All eyes are turned 
toward lowa, and those interested in national 
politics are awaiting the result. 

‘A chapter of political history may afford 
light and comfort to the timid and doubtful.

In the hope of breaking up undervaluation 
frauds Chairman Fordney wrote into the 
tariff bill which bore his name a proviso that 
duties should be upon the American 
market value of the imports, rather than upon 
the price alleged have been paid the 
foreign producer. The Senate struck out the 
American valuation plan and inserted a para- 
graph which gives the President the right 
under the flexible provisions to increase or de- 
crease such duties, the new figures 
upon the difference cost of production at 
home and abroad like products. It was 
expected that this partial delegation of the 
power of Congress to fix duties on imports 
would result in materially reducing the 
fraudulent practices of exporters and import- 
ers, but the expectation has not been realized. 

Up to the present time President Coolidge 
has rarely exercised his prerogative in this 
matter and never in connection with the tariff 
on articles of manufacture which are most 
persistently undervalued. The Treasury De- 
partment, however, has been conducting a 
vigorous and persistent campaign against the 
conspirators who have been the greatest of- 
fenders. ; 

Following the approval of the tariff law of 
1922 the special agents’ service of the customs 
was reorganized and the personnel of the for- 
eign service section largely increased. The 
result has justified the reorganization, for in 
three years the direct collections of additional 
taxes from undervalued goods have increased 
from $112,378 in 1922 to $775,703 in 1925. 
When this result, which means 590 per cent, 
came to the attention of the bureau of the 
budget and Congress the recommendation of 
Secretary Mellon that half a million dollars 
be added to the appropriation for this partic- 
ular service was aprroved. 

Under the circumstances, and in spite of 
the wails of offenders. against the American 
revenue laws, in England, France and Ger- 
many particularly, the campaign against 
undervaluation of imports will proceed more 
vigorously than ever this year with results 
which are certain to add many thousands to 
the customs revenues, even though the prac- 
tice may never be completely broken up.

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COMBATING DISEASE. 

Two announcements of interest to suffering 
humanity have recently been made _ public, 
one by the Rockefeller foundation, the other 
by the British empire cancer campaign. Al- 
though in neither case have definite remedies 
been found, it is evident that progress is being 
made by the Rockefeller foundation toward 
stamping out malaria, and that _ scientific 
knowledge regarding cancer is being extended 
by the English. 

Malaria takes a yearly world toll of 2,000,000 
lives, and is essentially a rural problem. It 
is generally believed that the mosquito, ano- 
pheles quadrimaculatus, is the carrier. Dur- 
ing 1925, 34 counties in New York were given 
financial aid in carrying on campaigns toward 
stamping out the carrier, and indications are 
that the undertaking has been a success. 

Although nothing as definite is reported by 
the British empire cancer campaign, still much 
comfort may be gleaned from the statement 
that certain researches at the Lister institute 
have proved a success. An antiserum has 
been developed which causes cancer to disap- 
pear in rats, although it has been impossible 
to make any application of it as yet to human 
needs. Furthermore, it has been established 
definitely that cancer-producing tars and par- 
affins were largely those which had been heat- 
ed in manufacture to a very high temperature, 
and the idea that the presence of one cancer 
protects against the growth of others has been 
disposed of. 

It is to be hoped that unscrupulous persons 
will not make these dispatches the basis of 
exploitation of various cures. Only very re- 
cently has the Department of Agriculture 
found it necessary to issue a warning against 
indiscriminate use of ‘‘radium tonics.’’ So far 
there has been offered no malaria or cancer 
cure, but a waiting world is anxiously watch- 
ing the experiments.

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GERMAN FINANCIAL RECOVERY. 

Students of economics are interested in¢the 
rapid recovery of Germany since its adoption 
of sound money and sound financial and eco- 
nomic principles. When the war was over, 
Germany was in a bad way. Conditions grew 
worse when an attempt was made to continue 
business and travel the road of rehabilitation 
by means of inflated paper currency. Paper 
marks were printed in vast quantities in the 
vain hope that iIrredeemable currency would 
restore prosperity and make Germany the in- 
dustrial leader of the werld,

During the year 1925-26 Germany reduced 
taxes, stabilized its currency, inaugurated a 
new financial system based on gold or real 
values, deflated and well-nigh repudiated its 
old paper mark circulation and brought prices, 
industry and wages to a normal level. This 
has not been brought about without great 
hardship and suffering; yet hardship and suf- 
fering always follow in the wake of wild, reck- 
less and false financing.

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EKEFFICIENT COOPERATIVE MARKETING. 

The appointment of Mr. Chris L. Chris- 
tensen to head the division of cooperative 
marketing in the Department of Agriculture 
gives concrete form to the new cooperative 
marketing law signed by President Coolidge 
just before Congress adjourned. Raised as a 
Nebraska farm boy, Mr. Christensen, upon tak- 
ing his degree from the University of Ne- 
braska, entered upon a fellowship in ther Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, Denmark, to make spe- 
cial studies of cooperation in that country, 
where the practice of that science is so far 
advanced. From Denmark he came directly to 
the Department of Agriculture two years ago, 
where, as chief of the division of agricultural 
cooperation, he wrote the book ‘Agricultural 
Cooperation in Denmark,’’ characterized as a 
classic in that~-field of literature. 

Since the work of the new bureau will be 
s0 comprehensive and so important, it is most 
fitting that it has at its head a man so well 
equipped. Unfortunately, the history of the 
cooperative movement in this country, despite 
several outstanding successes, has been char- 
acterized by many outstanding failures. There 
have been attempts, born on waves of enthu- 
siasm, to establish such associations in com- 
munities where the size of the crop did not 
warrant their existence, or where other pre- 
viously established agencies were handling the 
situation in a satisfactory manner. There has 
been reluctance, partly because there has 
been no clearing house of information, to 
pass on effective measures and bitterly learned 
knowledge. 

Stories of exploitation, borne from mouth to 
mouth, have awakened a great distrust of or- 
ganization in the minds of many farmers. Im- 
proper finanging, coupled with too frequent 
incompetent management, have beaten many 
cooperatives almost before they have been 
started. Politics and extreme radicalism, in 
certain sections, kave led many of the assoria- 
tions far from the fields for which they were 
intended. 

These are a few of the problems facing the 
new bureau. Acting as a diagnostician of dif- 
ficulties and a disseminator of information, it 
can do much to clean up the present unsettled 
state of affairs.

RADIO WAVE LENGTAS. 

In order to make more clear the 
reasons for the problems of radio 
regulation, I desire now to discuss 
for a few minutes the scientific 
theory as to how radio communi- 
cations are carried through the 
ether, said Senator Dill in the 
Senate on June 30. Scientists tell 
us that light waves, heat waves, 
and radio waves all travel at the 
same speed, namely, 186,000 miles, 
or 300,000,000 meters per second. 
The light waves are exceedingly 
short, the heat waves. slightly 
longer than the light waves, and 
the radio waves still longer than 
the heat waves. 

The waves that can be used for 
radio purposes range from 1 meter 
to 33,000 meters in length. 

The length ofsa wave length is 
the diStance from the crest of one 
radio wave to the crest of the next 
radio wave. The mechanical in- 
struments used in broadcasting 
send impulses out into the ether, 
and the results are termed ‘‘wave 
lengths.’”’ The faster these im- 
pulses are sent out the shorter the 
distance between the _ resulting 
waves in the ether, and thus the 
shorter the wave length. 

When a transmitter sends 100,- 
000 impulses per second, which 
travel at the speed of light—-name- 
ly, 300,000,000 meters per second 
—the length of the wave lengths 
is found by dividing 300,000,000 
meters, the distance traveled, by 
100,000 impulses, which gives 
3,000 meters. In other’ words, 
there are 100,000 impulses or 
waves when a 3,000-meter wave 
length is used. 

If the wave length be reduced 
from 3,000 meters to 300 meters 
then the transmitter must send out 
‘ten times as many impulses, or 
1,000,000 impulses or waves per 
second. If the wave length be re- 
duced to 30 meters, the transmitter 
must send out 10,000,000 impulses 
per second. If the wave length be 
reduced to-3 meters, 100,000,900 
impulses per second, and if to 1 
meter, 30,000,004 impulsss per

matra, which were obtained under 
nerve racking conditions, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. This expedi- 
tion had chosen the village of Kep- 
hahiang for the site of the 65 foot 
telescope, which it had brought 
from America and set up with a 
month’s labor. On the day of days 
the sun was hidden by clouds: for 
the first two of the precious three 
minutes of totality. The eclipse 
was only too complete. Then came 
a rift, which gave the five astron- 
omers 60 seconds to work. So per- 
fectly were their careful plans car- 
ried out that in this very brief space 
of time they obtained some of the 
best pictures of the sort that have 
been taken.

Furniture for Living Rooms 


| 


In furnishing a living room one 
of the first rules to be observed is 
to avoid overcrowding. Too much 
furniture gives a room a cluttered | 
up look and destroys the sense of | 
balance so essential to a restful 
effect. To have to thread one’s 
way through a mass of meaningless 
tables and stools to reach a fireside 
chair does not tend towards a peace- 
ful state of mind; it merely serves 
to emphasize the fact that it is a 
great deal better to have too little 
in a room than too mucb. 


As the fireplace is the central 
point of interest in the room the 
furniture should be grouped natur- 
ally about it so that a number of 
people can talk comfortably. A 
comfortable sofa should be in every 
living room. ‘This can be placed in 
front of the fireplace or on one 
side with an overstuffed chair and 
table to balance it on the other. Or, 
if the room is large enough, the 
sofa may face the fireplace with a 
chair in front of it on either side 
and a long table in back to hold 
lamps, books, smoking things, &c.

FOREIGN BONDS ANEAD 
IN TRADING FOR WEEK 


Anglo- French Debt Accord 
and Belgian Dictatorial 
Grant Are Aid. | 


ISSUES OFFERED | 


MORE 


New York, July 18 (By the Asso- | 
ciated Press).—In the face of an 
unusual midsummer rise in stock | 
prices, the bond market has given | 
indications of following its tradi- | 
The estab- 
lishment of time-money rates on a 
slightly higher level last week ac- 
counted for a general recession in 
prices which carried the averages 
to the low level in more than a 
month. 

Since the Ist of July it has 
been increasingly apparent that buy- 
ing of bonds in anticipation of the 
midyear reinvestment demand was 
everextended. With this period 
past, various issues have found 
their way back to the open market, | 


at concessions. 

At the same time new financing 
has been restricted by similar in- 
fluences. The record volume of June 
bond offerings, exceeding $500,000,- 
000, placed a mild strain on the in- 
vestment market, and activities in 
this field have been concentrated 
on the problem of obtaining a wider 
public distribution of securities. 
Last week’s new bond flotations ap- 
proximated $60,000,000, compared 
with $66,000,000 in the preceding 
week. Of chief importance were 
two $10,000,000 foreign loans-——one 
for the Free State of Bavaria and 
the other for the Toho Electric 
Power Co. of Japan. 

As a group foreign obligations 
perhaps held first place in trading 
interest last week. Continued 
weakness of the foreign exchanges 
failed to unsettle French and Bel- 
gian bonds, some of which were ap- 
preciably strengthened by the 
Anglo-French debt funding agree- 
ment and the grant of dictatorial 
financial powers to King Albert of 
Belgium. Several German issues 
reached new peaks. 

Railroad liens moved up briskly 
for a time in the wake of a strong 
upward movement in the carrier 
stocks but were forced to absorb 
extensive realizing sales. The so- 
called merger issues appeared fully 
to have discounted developments 
along this line and scored little fur- | 
ther progress. Chesapeake & Ohio 
and other convertible bonds, how- 
ever, closed the week at higher 
levels. 

There were few outstanding fea- 
tures among other’ corporation 
issues. Coppers were strengthened 
by the advancing tendency of red 
metal prices, but oil bonds marked 
time pending further news on the 
trend of production and prices. In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine 6s, 
were severely depressed by the fail- 
ure of negotiations for the sale of 
the White Star Line. 

Bond offerings are expected to 
broaden next week when several 
sizeable issues will be placed on the 
market. These include $25,000,- 
000 for the Gatineau Power Co. 
and $18,500,000 for the West Penn 
Power Co.

Increased shipments of Pacific 
coast products to Eastern ports is 
held ‘‘wholly responsible’’ for an in- 
crease of nearly 220,000 toms mov- 


ing in intercoastal traffic via the 
Panama canal during the first three 
months of this year, as compared 
to 1925 figures. 

A Shipping Board summary made 
public yesterday placed the total 
movement at 2,314,000 tons, of 
which 1,840,000 was eastbound, 
which in turn was 320,000 tons 
greater than similar traffic the pre- 
ceding year. Traffic to the West 
coast, however, dropped off 100,000 
tons. 

The movement of California oil 
increased 160,000 tons, while other 
California products dropped about 
3,000 tons.
